The  Fall  and  Winter  terms  of  Free  High  Schools  were  under  the  charge  of 
Mr.  D.  Herman  Corson  who  possesses  excellent  qualifications  and  abilities  for 
teaching.  Mr.  Corson  maintains  the  best  of  discipline,  giving  thorough  practi- 
cal instruction,  and  his  pupils  made  good  advancement. 

The  Spring  term  of  Free  High  School  is  now  in  session  under  the  instruction 
of  Mr.  W.  F.  Packard.  Mr.  Packard  comes  highly  recommended,  and  the 
school  opened  with  about  thirty  pupils,  with  every  prospect  of  a  successful  term. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say  we  have  used  our  best  judgment  in  managing 
your  schools,  and  thank  you  for  your  support  and  respect.
